In another part of theiſame Plalme, 
where it is ſaid, that Reghteouſnes ſhall flou- 
riſh,and abundanceof Peace,as long as the Moone 
endureth, it {1gnifieth cternirie, and cannot 
bee properly applicd but to G o Þ and * 
CHRIsT : Butboth ſenſes, alwell literall as 
myſtical, ſeruc to Kings for imitation, and 
clpecially, tro Chriſtian Kings : for Kings fit 
inthe Throne of Gop, and they themſclues 
arecalled Gods. »; 

* Andthereforcall good Kingsintheirgo- 
uernment, muſt imitate God and his Chriſt, 
in being iuſt and righteous; Dawid and Sa- 
lomon, in being godly and wiſe : To be wile, 
is vnderſtood, ableto difcerne ableto iudge 
others: To be godly is,tharthe fountaine be 
pure whence, the 'ſtfeames 'proceed : for 
whar auailes.it though all his v orkes. bce 
godly, if rhey proceed norfrom godlineſſe:

of diucrs Kings: Sothis ground lay, that 
the ſearc of Iudgement 1s properly Gods, 
and Kings are Gods Vicegerents; and by 
Kings Iudges are depured ynder them, to 
beare the nt commandant; ACCOr- 
ding to the firlt example of Moſes by the 
aduice of Iethro, and {ithence praftiſed by 
Danid and Salomon, the wilelt Kings that c- 
uer were; whichis in this Palme {o'inter- 
laced, that asthe firſt verſe cannot be apply- 
cd properly but ro Dawid and Salomon, in 
the wordes , Giue thy iudgement to the King, 
&c.  Sothe other place in the fame Plalme, 
. Rigbteonſneſſe [ball flouriſh, and abundance of 
peace ſhall remaine as long as the Moone endu- 
reth, properly {ignifiech the cternitie:of 
CHRIST. This I ſpeake to ſhew whata

and the King v , and the King and 
his roriony, OT na : for rv, ſame 
coniunctian: that is. betweene God and 
the King vpward; the-ſame coniunction is 
berweene wo King and his Iudges downe- 
wards: 
As Kings borrow their power from 
God, ſo ludges from Kings: And as Kings 
are to accompt:to. God, ſo ludges vnro God 
and Kings; and both Kings and Iudges by 
imitation, hauc:two qualitiesfrom God and 
his Chriſt,andtwo qualiticsfrom Daxidand 
his Salomon : Indgement and Rightcouſnes, 
from God and Chriſt : Godlines and Wiſc- 
domefrom Dauid and Salomon. Andas no 
King candiſchargehis accomprto-God,vn- 
leſſe hemake conſcience not to alter, but to 
declare and eſtabliſh the wil of God:So Tud- 
ges .cannot ' diſcharge their accompts to 
Kings, valefle they take thelikecare, not to 
take vpon them tomake law, but ioyned to- 
gethcr afteradoliberate conſultation, to de- 
clare what the Law is; For as Kingsarc fub- 
xe& vnto. Go Ds Law, ſo they ro mang 
Law. 


Law. Itis the Kings Office to protect and 
ſculethetrew interpretationot'the Law of 
God within his Dominions : And itis the 
Iudges Office to interprete the Law of the 
King, whereto th csarcalſo ſubie&. 
Hauing now performed rhis ancient 
Proucrbc, A Joue principium, which-though 
it was ſpoken by a Pagan, yer itis good and 
holy: I am now to come to my particular 
Errand,for which Lam here this day; wher- 
in I muſthandle two parts: Firſt,the reaſon 
why I hauc not thelc fourtcene yeeres, 1{t- 
thence my Coronation yntill now, fatisfied 
a great many of my louing ſubic&s, who 
know haue hada great expetation, and as 
it were a longing, like them that arc with 
child,to heare meſpeake in thisplace, where 
my Predeceflors hauc often fitten, and clpe- 
cially King Henry the ſcucath;from whom, 
as diucrs wayes before, Iam lincally deſcen- 
ded, and that doubly to this Crowne; and 
as 1 am neecrelt deſcended of him, fo doe I 
defire to follow him in his beſt aCtions. 
The next part is the reaſon, Why I am 
now come ; The cauſe that made mce ab- 
B 2 {taine, 


ſtaine, was this: When I came into England 
although 1 was an olde King , paſt middle 
aage, and practiſed in gouernment cuer {i- 
thence I was twelue yeeres olde; yerbeing 
' hereaſtranger in gouernment, though not 
| inblood, becauſe my breeding was inaho- 
ther Kingdome;] relolued therfore wirh Py- 
thagoras to keep filence ſeuen yeres, & learne 
my {elfe the lawes of thisKingdome, before 
I would take vpon meeto reach them vato 
others:When this A pprentiſhip was ended, 
thenanother impediment came, which was 
tm the choice of that cauſe, that ſhould firſt 
bring mee hither. . I expected ſome - great 
cauſe ro make my firſt entty vpon : For I 
thought tbat hauing abſtained fo long, ic 
thould bee a worthy matter that ſhould 
bring'me hither. Now eucry cauſe muitbe 
great: or {mall : In ſmall: cauſes I choughr 
itdiſgraceful to come,hauing beene fo long 
abſent:Ingreat cauſes, they muſt becither 
herwixt the King and ſomeof his Subicdts, 
or betwixt Subicct and Subie. 

Inacauſe where my ſelfe was concerned, 
I was loath to come, becauſe men ſhould 
not 
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not thjakeildid comefor my owne'pratare, 
cither. Prerogatiue 'or profity or! > any! 
otherby-reſpet: Andin thatl will alwaies 
abidechetriall of men and:Angels; neuerto 
haue bad any particularendy in thar which! 
1s the Maine of all things, Indice. q {fit 
' {.Inagreatcauſcallo berweene particand: 
party,grcatinrelpect citherofthequeſtion,! 
or value of thething, my-comminy mighs 
{geme, as it were bhliquelyyto beeinfauour 
off oricparsy, and fotthiat cquſerhis:Coun- 
ſellout, orthat Courticrmightbeerhought: 
tomoouye me tocomehirher :: Andameane 
cauſe was notworthy of mes, eſpecially for 
roy firſt enttance:::So,' lacke'of choilo int 
both reſpects, kept mee offtill now: And: 
now: hauing;pafled a double apprennithip 
of twice{cucr yecres, Iamicome-hithet t@ 
ſpeakevntoyou. Andnexras torhe'tealons 
of my commingatthis time, they are theſe 
I haucobleruedin thetime w frm whole 
Reigne here, and my double Apprenti- 
ſhip, divers things fallen our inthe Tudica- 
rures hereatWeftminſter Hall,that Ithought 
required and yrged a reformation at my. 
B 3 hands; 
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hands; whereupon Lreſolucd with nyſelfe, 
that] could not more firly begin.a reforma- 
tion, then here tomake an opendeclararion 
of my mcaning. I remember Chrilts laying, 
My ſhcepe heare-my Tvoyce, and (o I aſſure my 
ſelfe, my people will moſt willingly heare 
the voiceof me, heir owne Shepheard and 
King ;-whercupon I tooke this occaſion in 
wine -owne perſon here. in this Scate of 
Iudgement, notiudicially,burdeclaratorily 
and openly to giuc thoſcdirceftions, which, 
at other times by picce-meale,{ haue deliue- 
red ta fome of you in diucrs leſle publike 
places; but now will pur it vp in all your 
audicnce, where I hope-it ſhall bee trewly 
caried, andcannot be miſtaken, as irmighc 
haue bene whenritwasfpoken morepriuate- 
ly :I willfor order fake rake mee tothe me- 
x fo" sfchenumberof Three, the number 
of petfettion, and vpon that numberdiſtri- 
butcallI haue to declareto you. 


IrſtI am to giuea charge to my ſclte: 
fora king,oriudge pon, 7 king,char 
firſt giues nota goodchargeto _ 

{clfe, 


ſelfe,wil neuerbeable to giueagood charge 
to his inferiors ;. foras I haue ſaid, Good ri- 
uerscannot flow bur fro good {prings;if the 
fountaine be impure,ſomuſt theriuers be. 

Secondly, ro the Iudges :And thirdly, to 
the Auditory, and-the reſt of the inferiour 
miniſters of luſtice. 

Fir{tI proreft royou all; inall youraudi- 
ence, here {1rtingin the ſeate of Iuſtice, be- 
longing vntoGod, and _— righefallen 
vnto me, that Thaue reſolued, as Confir- 
mation-in Maiority followeth Bapriſme in 
minortie; ſo nowafter many yccres, to re- 
new my promiſe & oath made at my-Coro- 
nation concerning Iuſtice, and the promiſe 
therein for maintenance of the Law of the 
land. * And-I proteſt in- Gods preſence, my 
' care hatheuer bene to keepemy conſcience 
cleareinall thepoints of my Oath, takenar 
my Coronation, ſo farreas humane frailtie 
may permitme, or my knowledge informe 
mee, I ſpeake in'point of Iuſtice and —_ 
For Religion, I I amreaſonably wall; 
reins, al ny SAT of Law 
and Iuſtice; and for Law,I meanetheCom- 
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mon Law of the-land; according to which ,- 
the King gouernes, and by whichthepeo- 
Ppleare gouerned.  Forthe Common Law, 
you.can all beareme witnes, I neuer preſled 
alretation of at in-Parliatnent; but on the 
contrary,when Iendeuored moſtan Ynion 
reall,as was already in myperion, my deſire 
was to cotiforme the Lawes of Scotland to 
the Lawoof England,and nottheLaw of Eng- 
land to the Law of Scotland; and io the pro- 
phalie xo beorrew of myiwile Grandfather 
Henry the 7.who fortold thatthe leſſer king- 
dome by. marriage, wouldfoltow thegrea- 
x6r,a0d notthe greater the Iefier.; Andihere- 
fore-masricd his-cldelt daughter Margerer 
to Temes the fourth, my great Grandfather. 

© -Irwas afooliſh Querke.of fome Tudges, 
who heldc that.the Parliament of England, 
could not ynite Scotland and England by the 
name of Great Britaing..,, butthat ic would 
make an alteration ofthe Lawes, though 
am {irioe:counego tharkopwlcdge ,;chatan 
Acte of Parliamens can dqe greater won- 
ders : Andthat old wilemanthe T realourer | 
Burgbloy was monte Jay, [Hee knew nor 


what 
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whatanacte of Parliament could not doe 


in England; formy intentibn wasalwayes 


ro effect Vnion by vniting Scotland ro 


England,and not England to Scotland: For 
I eyermeant, being cuer refolued , tharthis 
Law ſhould continue in this Kingdome, 
and rwo things moued me thereunto ; One 
is, that in matter of Policic and State, you 
ſhall never ſecany thing ancienely and ma- 
turcly eſtabliſhed, but by Innouation or al- 
* teftation itis worſe then'itwas, I meane not 
by purgingof i fromcorruprions, andre- 
ſtoring ittorheancicnt integritic; Another 
reaſon was, I was {worne to maintaine the 
Law of the land, and therefore I had beene 
rured if I had altered it; And this I 
peake coroote out the conceirand miſap- 
prehenſion, if it bee in any heart, that 1 
would change,damnitie,vilifie, or fuppreſle 
the Law of this Land:: Gov'is my ludge I 
ACHCT Neant it . And this confirmation I 
makebeforcyouall. : 
To this I ioyne the poynt- of Juſtice, 
which & call Vatcuique ſum tribuere>. All 
my Councell , ahd Indges dead and aliuc 
|S 
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can,and could beare me withefle, how vn- 
partial}I haue beene in declaring of Law. 
And wherc it hath ——_— mee in my 
owncinheritance, I hauc as willingly ſub- 
mitted.my intereſt to. the Law, as any my 
Subicas could doe, and it becomes mce ſo 
to doc, to giue example to others: much 
leſlethen, will I be parriall to others, where 
Lam notto my ſelfe. . And fo refolue your 
ſclues, Iuſtice with me may bee moderated 
in point of clemencie: for no luſtice can be 
without mercie. Bur in matters of Juſtice 
to giuc cucry man his owne, to bee blinde 
without cycs of parrialitic; This is my full 
reſolution. 

_ I vſcdta ſay when Ewas in Scotland, if 
any. mat mooucd mee todelay Tuſtice, thar 
it was againſt the Office of aKing o to do; 
But when.any made ſuit to haſten Iuſtice, 
I rolde them I had rather'graunt fortic of 
theſeſuits, then ane of the other. This was 


alwayes my cuſtome and{ſhall be euer, with 
Gods leaue. 


Now what I au ſpoken of Eawe and - 
luſtice, I meane by the Law kepr in her 


owne 
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owne bounds : ForI vnderſtand the inheri- 
rance of the King,and Subie&sinthis land, 
mult bee determined by the Common- 
Law, &c; and that is, by the Law ſer 
down in our forefathers: time, cxpounded 
by learned men diuers times after 1n the de- 
claratoric Comments, called Reſponſa Pru- 
dentum , Or cls by Statute Law, {ct downe 
by Act of Parliament, as occaſion ſerucs; 
By this I doenot ſeclude all. other Lawes of 
England; bur this is the Law of inheritance 
in this Kingdome: 

There ts anotherLaw, of allLawen free 
and ſupreame, which is Gops Lavv: And 
by this all Common and municipall Lawes 
muſt bee goucrned: Andexceprtthey hauc 
dependancevponthis Law, hryares yniuſt 
and vnlawfull.

Nothing in theworld ismorclikely to be 
permanent to our eyes then yron or ſteels, 
yet the ruſt corrupts it, if it bee not kept 
cleane : which ſheweth, nothing is perma- 
nent herein this world, if it be nor purged : 
So I cannot diſcharge my conſcience in 
maintaining the Lawes,if I keepe them not 
cleanefrom corruption. | 

Andnowtharl may belike the Paſtour, 
that firſt takes the Sacrament himſelfe, and 
then giues ir to the people: SoT haue firſt ta- 
ken my ownecharge vpon me, before giue 
you-your Charge, leſt it might bee faid, 
Turpe eft doors , cum culþa. redarguit ipſum.

Secondly, ro doe Iuſtice indifferently 
berwcene Subic& and Subic&, berweene 
King and Subic&t, without delay, parria- 
lirie, feare or briberie, with ſtoure and vp- 
right hearts , with cleane and yncorrupr 
hands. 

When I bid you doc Iuſtice boldly, yer I 
bidyau doe it fearefully ; fearefully in this, 
to vtter your owne conceits, and not the 
rrew meaning of the Lawe: And'remem- 
ber youare no makers of Lawe, but Inter- 

retours of Lawe, according to the trew 

encethereof: for your Office is Ius dicere, 

and not Is dare; And that you arcſofarre 

from making Law, thatcuen in the higher

And though the Lawes be inmany pla- 
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cesobſcure, and nar ſo well knowento the 
multicudeasto you; and that there arema- 


ny parts that come not into ordinary pra- 
Gale, which are knowen. to- you, Rs 
ow. can finde out, the reaſon; thereof by. 
Es and preſidents ; yet know this, that 
your interpretations mult bee alwayes ſub- 
ie&tto common ſenſe and reaſon. [- 
For I will never truſt any interpretation, 
that agrecth not with my common ſenſe 
and reaſon, and irew Logicke: for Ratioeſt 
atima. Legis inall humaneLawes, without 
exception ; it muſt nor ,þee Sophiſtrie or 
ſtrainespf wit that mult interprete, þut ci- 
ther clearc Law, orſolidereaſon. - 

- But in:Countreys where the formalitic 
of Lawc hath no place, as in Denwarke.., 
which I may trewly report, as having my: 
{c|febecnc an cyc-witneſſe thereof; all their 
State is-gouerncd onely by a written Law ; 
there isno Aduocate or Protouradmirted 
toplead, onely the parties thenaſclues plead » 
theirowne cauſe, and then a man ſtands yp 
and reads the Law, and.thereis an end; for 
the very-:Law-booke it ſelfe is their-onely

Indge. Happy wereall Kingdomesif th 
could beſo = heere, — wits, *_ 
ous conceits, different ations, and varietic 
of examples breed queſtions in Law; And 
therefore when you hearcthe queſtions, if 
they bce plaine, there is a plaine way in it 
ſelte; if they bee ſuch asare nor plaine(for 
mens inuentions dayly abound) then are 
you to interprete according to common 
ſenſe, anddraw a good and certaine Minor 
of naturall reaſon, out of the Maior of di- 
ret Lawe, and thereuponto make aright 
and trew Conclufion. 

For thoughthe Common Law bea my- 
ſerie and skill beſt knowen vnto your 
ſclues,yer if your interpretation bee ſuch, as 
other men which haue Logicke and com- 
mon ſenſe vnderſtand not the reaſon, I will 
neuer truſt ſuchan Interpretation. | 

RememberalloyouareTudges, and not 
aludge; and diuided into Benches, which 
ſheweth that what you doe, that you ſhould 
doe with aduiceand deliberation, not haſti- 
ly and raſhly, before youwell ſtudy thecaſe, 
and conferre together ; debating it duely, 
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not giuing fingle opinions, per emendicata 
fſuffragia ; and lo to giue your Iudgement, as 
youwill anſwer to God and me. 

Now hauing ſpoken of your Office in 
general, I am. next to come to the limits 
wherein you are to bound your {clues, 
which likewiſe are three. Firlt, Incroach 
not vpon the Prerogatiue of the: Crowne : 
If there fall our a queſtion that concernes 
my Prerogatiue or myſtery of State , deale 
not with it, till you conſulc withthe King 
or his Councell, orboth: forthey are tran- 
ſcendent matters, and muſt not beſliberely 
caried with ouer-raſh wilfulneſle ; for ſo 
may you- wound: the King through the 
{ides of a priuate perſon : and this I com- 
mend vnto your ſpeciall care, as ſome of 
you of late hauc done very well, to blunt 
the ſharpe edgeand vaine popular humour 
of ſome Lawyers at the Barre, that thinke 
they are not eloquent and bold ſpirited c- 
nough , exceptthey meddle with the Kings 
Prerozatiue : But doe not you ſuffer this; 
for certainly if this liberty bee ſuffered, the 
Kings Prerogatiue, the Crowne, and1I, ſhall 

be 
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beas much wounded by their pleading , as 
if you refolued whar they diſputed : That 
which concernes the mylterie of the Kings 
power, is'not lawfull to bee diſputed); for 

—<&hat is to wade into the weakeneſle of Prin- 
ces , and to take away the myſticall reuc- 
rence, thatbelongs yntothem that ſit inthe 
Throneof God. 

Secondly, That you keepe your {clues 
within your owne Benches, notro inuade 
other Turiſdiftions, whichisvnfit, andan 
volawfull thing; In this I muſtinlarge my 
ſelfe. Beſides Be Courts of Common Law, 
thereis the Courtof Requeſts; the Admi- 
raltie Court ; the Court of the Preſident 
and Councellof Walles, the Preſidentand 
Councell of the North ; High Commiſſion 
Courts,cuery Biſhop in his owne Courr. 

Theſe Courts ought to keepe their owne 
limirs and boundes of their Commiſſion 
and Inſtructions , according tothe ancient 
Preſidents : And like as I declare that my 
pleaſure is, that euery of theſe ſhall keepe 
their owne limits and boundes ; So £& 


Courts of Common Lawe are not to en- 
D z croach 
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croach ypon them, no more then it is my 
pleaſure thatthey ſhould cncroachvpon the 
Common Law. And this isa thing Regall, 
and propcrtoaKing , to keepe eucry Court 
within his owne bounds. 
In Weſtminſter Hal therearcfoure Courts : 
Twothathandle cauſes Cruil, whichare the 
Common-pleas , and the Exchequer: Two 
that determine cauſes Criminall , whichare 
the Kings-Bench, and the Starre-Chamber, 
where now I fit. The Common-Pleas is a 
artand branch of the Kings-Bench) for it 
was firlt all one Court; and then the Com- 
mon-Pleas being extracted, it was called 
Common-Pleas; becaulc it medled with the 
Pleas of Priuate perſons, and that which re- 
mained,the Kings-Bench. Theotherof the 
Courts for ciuill Cauſes, is the Exchequer, 
which was ordcined for the Kings Reuc- 
new:Thatis the principal[nſtitution of that 
Court, and ou * ro be their chicte ſtudie; 
and as other Tins come orderly thicher 
by occaſton of the former, they may bee 
handled,and Iuſtice there adminiltred. 
Keepe you therefore all in your owne 
bounds , and for my part, I deſire you to 


gue 
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giuemenomorcrightinmy priuate Prero- 
gatiue, then you giueroany Subic&; and 
therein I will bee acquieſcent : As for the 
abſolutePrerogatiuc ofthe Crowne, thar is 
no Subiect for the rongue of a Law yer, nor 
is lawfullto be difuced,- 
_ Itis Athicſmc and blaſphemierodiſpute 
what God can doe: good Chriſtians con- 
rent themſclues with his will reucaled in his 

word. So, itis po and high con- 
© temptina'Subicct, rodiſpute whata King 
can doe , orfay thata King cannor doethis, 
or that; bur reſtin that whichis the Kings 
reucaled will in his Law. 

TheKings-Benchis the principall Courc 
for criminal cauſes, and in ſome reſpects it 
dealcs with cuuill caules. 

Then is there a Chancerie Court; this is 
a Court of Equirie, and hath powertodeale 
' likewiſe in Ciuill cauſes : Ir is called the di- 
ſpcnſer of the Kings Conlcience , follow- 
ing alwaycs the intention of Lawe and Tu- 
ſice; not altering the Law, not making thar 
blacke which other Courts made white, 


nor , &connerſo ; But in this it exceeds other 
D 3 Courts, 
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Courts , mixing Mercic with Iuſtice, where 
other Courts proceed only according tothe 
ſtritrules of Law: And where the rigour 
ofthe Law-in many cafes will yndoc a Sub- 
ject , there the Chancerie tempers the Law 
with <quitic, and ſo mixeth Metcic with Iu- 
ſticc,as it preſcrues men from deſtruction. 

And has as. before.'I tolde-,you) is 
the Kings Throne eſtabliſhed by Mercic 
and luſtice. - 

. The: Chancerie is vadependant of any 
other Court, andis onely vnder the King: 
There it is written Teſte meipſo; from that 
Court there is no Appeale. And'as I am 
bound in my Conſtienceto maintainccuc- 
ry Courts Iluri{diction , ſo eſpecially this, 
and not ſuffer it to ſuſtaine wrong, yet ſo 
- to maintaine'it , as to keepe it within the 
ownelimits,and freefrom corruption. My 
Chancellor that now.is, I found him Kee- 
per of the Seale , theſameplace in ſubltance, 
alchough I gaue him the Stile of Chancel- 
lor, and God hath kept him inirtill now ; 
andI pray God he may holdiclong;andſo 
Lhope hewill, He will beare me witneſle, 

I neucr 


I ncuer gaue him. other warrant, then to 
goc on in his Court according to Preft- 
dents, warranted by Law in the time of the 
beſt gouerning Kings , and molt learned 
Chancellors; Theſe were the limits I gaue 
ynto him ; beyond the ſame limits hee hath 
promiſed me he wall neuer goe. 

And as hee hath promiſed mee to take no 
other Iurifdiction to himſelte, ſo ir is my 
promiſe cuerto mainraine this Iuriſdi&tion 
in that Court : Therefore 1 ſpeake this to 
vindicate that Court from ww can) arg 
contempt. 

Itisthe ducticof Iudges to puniſh thoſe 
thar ſecke to depraue the proceedings of 
any the: Kings Courts, and notto cncou- 
ragethem any way : And I muſt confeſſe] 
thought it an odious and inept ſpeach , and 
it gricued me very much, that itſhould bee 
ſaidin Weſtminſter Hall, that a Premunire lay 
againſt the Courr of the Chancery and Of- 
ficers there: how can the King grant a Pre- 
muire againſt himlſelfe ? 

It was afooliſh, inept,and preſumptuous 
attempt , and fitterfor the time of ſomeyn- 

worthie 
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worthic _ vnderſtand mee aright ; I 
meane not, the Chanceric ſhould exceede 
his limite; bur on the other part, the King 
onely is to correct it, and none elſe; And 
therefore I was greatly abuſed in that at- 
rempt * Forif any was wronged there, the 
complaint ſhould haue come tome. None 
of you bur will confeſſe you hauca King of 
reaſonable vnderſtanding , and willing wo 
reforme ; why then ſhould you ſpare to 
complaineto me, thatbeing the high way; 
and not goc the other by-way , and backe- 
way,in contempt of our Authority. 

And therefore fitting heere inaſeate of 
Iudgement,[declareandcommand, that no 
man hereafter preſume to ſue a Premwnire 
againſt the Chancery ; which I may the 
more calily doe, becauſe no Premunire can 
bee ſucd burar my ſuite: AndI may iuſtly 
barre my ſelfeat mine owne pleaſure. 

Asallinundations come with ouerflow- 
ing the bankes, and neuer come without 

reat inconuenience, andare thought pro- 

digious by Aſtrologers in things tocome :* 
So is this ouerflowing the bankesof your 
Turiſdicton 


Iariſdiction in it ſelfe inconuenient , and 
may proue prodigious to the State. 

Remember therefore, that hereafter you 
keepe within your limits and Iuri{dictions. 
Ir is aſpeciall point of my Officeto procure 
and command, that amongſt Courts there 
bea concordance,and muſicall accord; and 
it is your parts to obey, and ſee this kept : 
And, as you are to obſerue the ancient 
Lawes and cultomes of England ; ſo are you 
to keepe your {clues within the bound of 
direct Law,orpreſidents; and of thoſe, not 
cuery {natched preſident, carped now here, 
now there, as 1t were running by the way ; 
but ſuch as haue neuer bene controuerted, 
bur by the contrary, approucd by common 
viage, in times of beſt Kings, and by moſt 
learned Iudges. 

The Starre- Chamber Court hath bene 
likewiſc ſhaken of late, and the laſt yecreir 
had recciued a ſore blow, if ithad notbene 
aſſiſted and caried bya few voices, Thevery 
name of Starre-Chamber, {cemeth to procure 
a reuerenceto the Courrt. 

Lwillnot play the Criticke to deſcant ” 
E the 


the name; It hath a name from heauecn, a 
Starre placed in it ; anda Starreis aglorious 
creature, and {cated ina glorious place, next 
vnto the Angels. The Starre-(hamber isallo 
glorious inſubſtance; forin thecompoſiti- 
on, it is of foure ſorts of perſons: The firſt 
rwoare Priyic Councellors and Iudges, the 
one by wiſcdome in matters of State; the 
other, by learning in matters of Law, rodi- 
rect and order all things both according to 
Law and State : The other two forts are 
Peercs of the Realme, and Biſhops : The 
Peeres are there by reaſon of their greatnes, 
to giue authoritie to that Court : The Bi- 
thops becaulc of their learninginDiuinitie, 
and the intereſt they hauc in the good go- 
uernment of the Church : And fo, beth the 
learning of both diuine and humane Law, 
and expericnce and practiſe in Goucrne- 
ment,areconioyned togetherinthe procce- 
dings of this Courr. 

There is no Kingdome bur hath a Cour 
of Equitic, cither by it ſelfe, as is here m 
England, or elſe mixed, and incorporate in 
their Office that arc Iudges in the Law, as it 
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is in Scotland : But the order of England is 
much more perfect, where they are diui- 
ded. Andasin caſe of Equitie, where the 
Law determines not clearcly , there the 
Chanccrie docth determine, hauing Equitie 
belonging to it, which docth belong to no 
other Court : So the Starre-Chamber hath 
chat belonging toir, which belongs to no 
other Court : For in this Court Attempts 
arcpuniſhable, whereother Courts puniſh 
onely fats ; And alſo where the Law pu- 
niſheth fa&ts cally, as in caſe of Riotts or 
Combares, there the Starre-Chamber puniſh- 
cthina higher degree ; Andallo all combi- 
nations of praCtifes and conſpiracies ; And 
ifthe King be diſhonourcd or contemned 
in his Prerogartiue, it belongs moſt proper- 
ly to the Peeres and Tudges of this Court to 
puniſhir: So then this Courr being inſtiru- 
ted for ſo great caules, it is great reaſon it 
ſhould haue great honour. 

Remember now howT haue taughryou 
brotherly loue one toward another : For 
you know well, that as youareTudges, you 
arc all brethren, and your Courtsare liſters.

I pray youtherefore, labour to keepe thar 
{weere harmonie which is amongſt thoſe 
Siſters the Myſes. Whar'greater miſery can 
there be tothe Law, then contempr of the 
Law ? and whart recadier way to contempr, 
then when queſtions come, what ſhall bee 
determined 1a this Court, and what in thar? 
Whereupon two cuils doe ariſe; Theone;, 
that men come not now: to Courts of In- 
ſtice,to hearematrersof right pleaded, and

Andthis mideed 
is a greatdclayof [ufticezand makes caules 
cndleſſe>'Fhereforethe omely:wayroauoyd 
this,is for you to keepe your owne — 
and nournh not theped le incont@hpe 
other Counts, bar'reach theny reve 
Courrs'n : —_ publiqueſp ſpeaches naſe 
your Benches and in'your Circuits; So ſhall 
you bring them ''to' a reuerence, both of 
Gon, andofthe King. flutb 

Keepe therefore 'your ovine Salers to-

& Theſe you may finde out asafoxc by the 
foule fmcil, a great way round about his 
hole ; This isa high pride and prefumpri-

in Hell fay what they will) yet (as you finde 
by my booke and by diuers others,is meere- 
ly Ciuill) choſe that fo refuſe the Oath, and 
are Polypragmaticke Recuſants ; I leauc 
them to the Law; it is no perſecution, bur 
ood luſtice. * 

And thoſe Prieſts alfo , that our of my 
Graceand Mercy haue beene tet gocoutof 
priſons, and baniſhed, vpon conditionnor

Ar o:herthing thatofftenderhthe Realme, 
is abundance of Alc-houſlcs ; and therefore 
roauoyd thegiuing occaſion of cuill, and to

[ouſes pulled downe, and a command to 
allluſtices of Peace that this be done. 

I may complaine of Ale-houlcs, tor re- 
ccipt of Stealers of my Decre; but the coun 
trey may complaine for ſtealing their hor- 
ſes, oxen, and ſheepe; formurder, cutting 
of purſes , and ſuch like offences; for thelc 
aretheir haunts. Deuouring beaſts , as Ly- 
ons,and Beares,will not be where they have 
nodennes nor couert, Sothere would beno 
thecues, if they had northeir receipts, and 
theſe Alchoules as their dennes. 

Another ſort, arc akindeof Ale-houlſes, 


' which 


which are houles of haunt and receipt for 
debauſhed rogues and vagabonds, and idle 
ſturdictellowes; and thelearcnor properly 
Ale-houſes, bur baſe viQtuallers, fuch as 
hauc nothingeelle to liue by , but kee ing 
houſes.of receipt for ſuch kinde of cuſto- 
mers. I haue diſcouered a ſtrange packe of 
late; That within tenne or twelue miles of 
London, thereare tenneor twelue perſons 
that liue in ſpight of me; going with Pi- 
ſtols, and walking vp aud downefrom har- 
bourto harbour killing my Deere, and fo 
ſhifcfrom hold to hold, thar they cannot be 
apprehended, 

; For Rogues, you.haue many good Acts 
of Parhament ; Edward the {1xr, though hee 
wereachild, yerfor this, hein his time gauc 
better order then many Kings did in their 
aage: You mult take order for theſe Beg- 
gars and Rogues; for they ſo ſwarme inc- 
uery place, that a man cannot goe in the 
ſtreetes, nor in the high wayes, nor any 
where for them. | 

Looke to your houſes of Correction, 


and -remember- that in the chicfe Iuſtice 
Pophams 
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Potbems time, there was not a wanderit 
beggerro be toundin all Semerfſbire, being 
his native countrey. 

Haucacarcalſotofuppreſſe che building 
of Cortages vpon Commons, which are as 
bad as Alchoulcs, and the dwellers in them 
docommonly ſteale Deare, connies,ſheepe, 
oxen, horlcs; breake houſes, and docall ma- 
ner of villanics. Ir is trew, ſome ill aſti- 
ces make gaineof theſe baſe things: take an 
accomprof rhe Tuſtices of Peace, thar they 
may know they doe thele things againtt 
rhewill of the King, 

I am likewiſe to commend -vnto you a 
thing very neceffaric, Hipgh-wayes and 
Bridges; becauſe no Common-weale can 
bee withour paſlage : I proteſt, that as my 
heart docth ioy in the eretionof Schools 
and Hoſpitals, which haue bene more in 
my time, then in many aages of my prede- 
ceſſors; ſo itgrieues me,anditis wonderfull 
ro ſee the decay of charitic in this; how 
ſcant men are in contributing towards the 
amendment of Hiph-wayes and Bridges: 
Therefore take a carc of this, for that is 


done 


donetoday withapenie, that will not bee 
done hereafter wich an- hundred, pounds, 
and that will bee mended now in a day, 
which hercafter will not bee mended ina 
yecre;and thatina yeere, which will norbe 
donein ourtime, as wee may ſceby Paules 
Steeple. | 
Another thing to be cared for,is,the new 
Buildings hereabourthe Citicof London; 
concerning which my Proclamations hauc 
gone foorth, and by thechiefe Tuſticehere, 
and his Predeceſlor Popham, ithath benere- 
folucd to beea generall nuſans tothe whole 
Kingdome: And this is that, whichis like 
the Spleenc in the body, whichin meaſure 
as itoucrgrowes, the body waſtes. Foris it 
poſſible butthecountrey muſt diminiſh, if 
London docfoincreafe, andall forts of peo- 
ple doc cometo London? and where doeth 
this increaſe appeare? not in the hearrof the 
City, butintheſuburbs; notgiuing wealth 
orprofittothe Ciry, but bringing miſcrie 
nd ſurcharge bothro City and Court; cau- 


{ing dearth and ſcarſztie through the grcat 
prouiſion of vietualsand fewell , tharmuſt 
H be 


befor ſuch a multitude of people: And thele 
buildings feruc likewiſe 96k. the worlt 
{>rt of people, as Alchouſes and cotrages 
doc. I remember , that before Chriltmas 
was twelue-moncth | madea Proclamation 
for this cauſe, Thatall Gentlemenof qua- 
tic ſhould depart to their owne cauntreys 
- and houſes, to maijaine hoſpitalitic a- 
m.ongſttheir n:ighb: urs; which was equi- 
uocally taken by tome,:astharit was meant 
onely tor chat Chriſtmas : Burmy will and 
meaning was, and here I declare that my 
meaning was, that it ſhould alwayes con- 
tinue.. .

Oneof thegreat caules of all Gentlemens 
deſire, that haue no'calling or crrand, ro 
dwell in London, is apparently the pride of 
the women: Forif they be wincs, then their 
husbands ; andif they bemaydes, then their 
fathers muſt bring them vp to London, bc- 
cauſc the new faion isto behad no where 
butin London: and here, if they be vamar- 
ricd,they marretheir marriages, and if they 
be married, they looſerthcirreputations,and 
robbetheir Cds purſes. Itisthefaſhi-

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on of ltaly , eſpecially of -Naples, (which is 
one-of the richeſt parrs of it) that all the 
Gentry dwell in theprincipall townes, and 
{o the whole countrey is emptie : Euen fo 
nowin England, all the countrey is gotten 
into London ;{o as with time, England will 
onely bee London, and the whole countrey 
be left waſte: For as we now doimitaterthe 
Frenchfaſhion, in faſhionof Clothes, and 
Lackeysto follow cucry man; So haue wee 
got ypthe Italian faſhion, inliuing miſera- 
bly in our houſes, anddwellingallintheci- 
tie: butletvsin Gods name leaue thele idle 
forreine toyes, and kceepetheold faſhionof 
Enyland: For it was wont to bee the honour 
and repuration of the Engliſh Nobiliticand 
Gentry, to liucin the countrey, andkeepe 
hoſpiralitic; for which wee weretamousa- | 
bouc all the countreys in the world ; which 
we may the better doe, hauing afoile abun- 
dantly tertileto liue in.
